20, further comprising Vhe step of: 

providing a quick release mounting member on said skid steer 
for said mounting member A a base mounting frame extending from 
said base frame, a pair of\ retention plates extending from a top 
of said base mounting frame\ a pair of slot retention plates 
extending from a bottom of said base mounting frame, a pair of 
locking pins extending from saSid quick release mounting member 
that are disposed to be received by said pair of slot retention 
plates . 



23. (new) The method of transporting a length of hose to an 
area only wide enough to allow passage of a skid steer of claim 
20, further comprising the step of: 

providing a hose guide having one e x nd extending from said 
base frame, a pulley being pivotally retailed on the other end of 
said hose guide.
